Another entitled, An Act for Confirmation of Leaſes 
and Grants for Colleges and Hoſpitals, which will tend much 
to the quieting of Mens Eftates, that in the late unhappy 
Times were | to renew and change their Revenues 
mucn for the worſe, were it not for the Favour your Ma- 
jeſty intends them in this Bill. There is another Bill en- 
titled, An A to prohibit the Exportation of Wool, Wiol-Fells, 
Fullers-Earth, or any other Scouring Earth; which will be the 
beſt Encouragement for the Woollen Manufactures; and 
without which there would be a double Lofs ; firſt to your 
Majeſty in your Cuſtoms, and next to your People, who 
would be diſcourag'd, and in a ſhort time beaten out of 
that ancient Native Staple Trade, upon which depends the 
Subſtance of many thouſand Families.

and Purveyances, 1s thereby likewiſe fully provided for by 
the Grant of another Im — 55 upon Ale and Beer, and et her 
Liquors, to hold to your gest, your Heirs and Sucoeſſors 
for ever. And yet they ſhould. not look upon the Conſide- 
rations mentioned in this Bill as a full Compenſation for 
your Majeſty's parting with two ſuch Royal Prerogatives 
and ancient Flowers of the Crown, if more-were not im- 
plied than is expreſs'd. For your Tenures in Capite are 
not only turned into a 'Tenure of Soccage (which alone will 
for ever give your Majeſty a juſt Right and Title to the La- 
bour of our Ploughs and the Sweat of our Brows) but they 
are likewiſe turned into a "Tenure in Corde.

jeſty had before in your Court of Wards, you will be ſure to 


find hereafter in the Exchequer of all your Peoples Hearts. 
The King of Spain's Mines will ſooner deceive him than 
this Revenue will fail you: For his Mines have Bottoms, but 
the deeper your Majeſly ſinks into the Hearts and Aﬀec- 
tions of your People, the greater will you find your 
Wealth, and the more invincible your Strength. | 
Royal Sir, you have denied us nothing we have asked this 
Parliament. Indeed you have out-done your Parliament, 
by doing much more for us than we could agree among our 
felves to ask.

were provided by his Royal Highneſs ; bur they were all, 
except five or ſix, taken away by thoſe of the Yards, who

Edward Scot, with his Company, for a further Strength of 
the Place; and gave him the charge of it, with Orders to 
let me know what he wanted for the Security thereof 
Having thus provided for Upnore, I confider'd where 
to ſink Ships without the Chain, next to the Enemy, as a 
further Security to it. I found five Fire-ſhips, and the U- 
nity upon the Place; and adviſing with Commiſſioner Pert, 
and the Maſter of Attendance, and the Pilot, how to do it; 
Pett told me, It was their opinion, that if three Ships were 
funk at the narrow Paſſage by the Muſcle-Bank, the Dutch 
Fleet could not be able to come up: And I, relying upon 
their Experience who beſt knew the River, gave orders ac- 
cordingly for the doing of it. But when this was done, 
they faid they wanted two Ships more, which I directed 
them to take and fink. After this, I order'd Sir Edward

that I charg d Commiſſioner Pett, and the Maſter of Atten- 
dance, on peril of their Lives, to do it by Morning; they 
having time enough before the Tide ſerv'd to provi e things 
to carry her down. Commiſlipner Pett, who had receiv'd' 
Orders from his Royal Highneſs on the 26th of March to 


remove the Royal Charles above the Dock, had, for about 
nine or ten Weeks, neglected thoſe Orders: And, when I 


was getting all the Boats I could (for I wanted many) for 
carrying Materials for the Batteries, and Ammunition and 
Soldiers for the Defence of all our Places, he came and told 
me, He would carry her up that Tide, if he might have 
Poats, which I could not then ſpare : For if they were gone, 


all our Batteries muſt have been neglected, and I could not 


trauſport the Timber, Powder and Shot, and Men to 
them, to reſiſt the Enemy the next day. And beſide, it 
was adviſed at that inſtant, if the Dutch ſhould have

On the 
ſame Morning, by break of Day, I went to ſee what was 
done about the Sancta Maria, and found Men towing her 
along to the place intended, and they had Time enough to 
do their Buſineſs : But ſoon after I had diſpers d my Orders 
to the Ships, I look'd and faw the Sancta Maria, by the 
Careleſſneſs of the Pilots and Maſters of Attendance, was 
run on ground, at which I'was much troubled: For if that 
Ship had been ſunk in the Place where I appointed, the 
Dutch Ships cou'd not have got beyond thoſe of ours ſunk 
within the Chain, and thereby none of the King's Ships 
within could have been deſtroyed, in regard that our Guard. 
Ships within our Batteries wou'd' have hinder'd them from 
removing our ſunk Ships. | 

About ten a clock on Wedneſday, the Enemy came on 
with Part of their Fleet, and two Men of War, five or fix 
, and ſome other Men of War ſeconding them. 
T rſt attempted the Unity, which was plac'd on the 
Right Han cloſe without the; Chain to defend it; and they 
took Her; and one of their Fireſhips ſtruck upon the Chain, 
but it top'd* ir, Then came another great Fireſhip, and 
with the Weight of the two the Chain gave way; and then 
the Ships came on in that very bs, where the Sancta 
Maria ſhou'd have been ſunk. They burnt the two Guard-

modities of the Growth, Production, or Manufacture of the 
other; © According to this Act, Commiſſioners were appoint- 
ed by his Majeſty for both Kingdoms to treat upon that Af- 
fair; and they had ſeveral Meetings, which produc'd no Ef- 


ect, unleſs it were a Conviction of the Difficulty, if not Im- 


poſſibility of ſettling ir in any other way than by a nearer 
and more — Vniea of the two Kingdoms. His Ma: 
jeſty is fully perſuaded that nothing can tend more to the 
Good and Security of both Nations, than ſuch an Union; 
and finds that his Royal Grandfather King James, of blef. 
ſed Memory, went ſo far on towards this good Work, that, 
by an Act of Parliament in the farſt Year of his Reign, 
mmiſſioners were authorized to treat and conſult with 
Commiſſioners from Scotland concerning it. And in pur- 
ſuance of their treating, in the fourth Year of his Reign, 
an Act was made for 8 Repeal of hoſtile Laws, and the A- 
bolition of the Memory of Hoſtility between the two Na- 
tions: And after the End of that Seſſion, about the ſeventh 
Year of his Reign, it was by the Judges of all the Courts 
at Weſtminſter-Hall folemnly adjudg'd in the Caſe of the 
Poſt-Nati, That thoſe who, after the Deſcent of the) Crown 
to King James, were born in Scotland, were no Aliens in 
England; and conſequently were capable not only of Lands, 

but all other Immunities, as if they had been born here. B 
theſe Steps ſo great an Advance hath been made towards this 
Union, that his Majeſty well hopes that what is yet wanting 
to the perfecting of it, may be now accompliſh'd ; the Con- 
tinuance under the ſame Obedience and Subjection for near 
Threeſcore and ſeven Years, having begotten the fame 
common Friends, and common Enemies to both Nations, 
and taken off a great Part of thoſe Difficulties, which, at the 
firſt, ſtood in the way. And therefore his Majeſty doth moſt 
heartily recommend it unto you, That Commiſſioners may be 
nominated to treat and conſult with Commiſſioners from _

rections to the Earl of Lauderdale, his Commithoner for

Inſtead vf taking theſe Speeches into Conſideration, the 
Commons enquired into the Points of Privileges, with rela- 
tion ta the two Houſes, and were ſtrict in the Examination 
of the Accounts of the Monies expended by the Public;

But being much oblig'd 
with the King's laſt Proclamation, they ſoon reſoly'd, © That 
the humble and hearty Thanks of this Houſe be return'd 
to the King's Majeſty for iſſuing out his Proclamation for 
putting in execution the Laws againſt Nonconformiſts, and 
or ſuppreſſing Conventicles, with the humble Deſire of this 
Houſe for his Majeſty's Continuance of the fame Care for 
ſuppreſſing of them for the future.”

his Majeſty hath receiv'd from the States, their Breach of 


Treaties both in the Surinam, and the KHaſt-India Buſineſs: 
And at laſt they came to that height of Inſolence, as to deny 
the Honour and Right of the Flag, tho an undoubted 
Jewel of this Crown, never to be parted with, and by them 
particularly own'd in the late Treaty. of Breda, and never 
conteſted in any Age. And whilſt the King long expected, 
and then ſolemnly demanded Satisfaction, they diſputed his 
Title to it in all the Courts of Chriſtendom, and made great 
Offers to the French King, if he,wou'd ſtand by them 
igainſt us.

great want of Money, muſt fit down under many Affronts, juſti 
and was not able to begin or carry on a War. Nay, at this 
day the States ſupport themſelves amongſt their People by the 
this only Falſhood, that they are aſſured of the Temper of Em- 
land, and of the Parliament, and that you will not ſupply the 
King in this Mar; and that if they can held out till your Meeting, 
they will have new Life, and take new Meaſures.

His Majeſty has ſo fully vindicated his Declaration from 


that Calumny concerning the Papiſts, that no reaſonable 
Scruple can be made, by any good Man. He has ſufficiently 
juſtify'd it by the Time it was publiſh'd in, and the Effects 
he hath had from it; and might have done it more from 
the Agreeableneſs of it, to his own natural Diſpoſition, which 
no good Engliſh-Man can wiſh other than it is.

© have done my Part towards it; and if there be any thing

I ſhall be ready to receive it. I do now expect you ſhould 
do your Parts too, for our Enemies make vigorous Prepa- 
© rations for War, and yet their chief Hopes are to difunite 
us at home; tis their common Diſcourſe, and they reckon 
| upon it as their beſt Relief. | 
' My Lords and Gentlemen, It is not poſſible for me to 
doubt your Affections at any Time, Much leſs at ſuch a 
Time as this, when the Evidences of your Affections are 
become ſo neceſſary to us all. I defire you to conſider 
© that as the War cannot be made without a Supply, fo 
neither can a good Peace be had without being in a Po- 
« ſture of War. Iam very far from being in love with 
© War, for War's fake; but if I ſaw any likelihood of 
© Peace without Diſhonour to myſelf, and e e to you, 
« I would foon embrace it. But no Propoſals of Peace have 
« yet been offer'd with Intent to conclude, but only to 
« amuſe. Therefore the Way to a good Peace is to ſet out 
a good Fleet, which we have time enough to do very ef. 
« fectually, if the Supply be not delay'd. If after this a 
Peace ſhould follow, yet the Supply would be very well 
given; for whatever remains of it, I am willing ſhould be 
* appropriated for building more Ships. To conclude, a 
© ſpeedy, a proportionable, and above all a chearful Aid, 
is now more neceſſary than ever, and I rely upon you for 
it. I lately put you in mind of my Debt to the Gold- 
© ſmiths; I hope a fit Time will come to take that into Con- 
ſideration. I cannot conclude without ſhewing the entire 
* Confidence I have in you. I know you have heard much 
* of my Alliance with France, and I believe it hath been 
| | very 
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c yery ſtrangely miſrepreſented to you, as if there were 
certain ſecret Articles of dangerous Conſequence ; but I 
make no difficulty of letting the Treaties, and all the 
Articles of them, without any the leaſt Reſerve, be ſeen 
by a ſmall Committee of both Houſes, who may report 
© to you the true Scope of them: And I aſſure you there 
© is no other Treaty with France, either before or ſince, 
© not already printed, which ſhall not be made known. 
And having thus freely truſted you, I do not doubt but you 
© will have a Care of my Honour, and the Good of the 
Kingdom. The reſt I refer to my Lord-Keeper.' 


Accordingly the, new Lord-Keeper, Sir Heneage Finch, 
late Attorney-General, made a long and eloquent Speech,

or faſt aſleep? That he hath once more repaired the Hedge 


about our Vineyard, and made it a Fence againſt all thoſe 
viho are Enemies to the planting it, who would be glad to 
ſee it trodden down, or rooted up, and ſtudy how ta ſap and 
undermine our very Foundations? Do we not ſee that the 
King hath made it his Care and Buſineſs to do all that is

to believe, that nothing is wanting which can lawfully be

Theſe are not ſingle and tranſient Acts, but ſuch 
as low from Habits; theſe are nor Leaves and Bloſſoms, but 
true, ſolid and laſting Fruits: Long, long! may that Royal 
Tree live and flouriſh, upon which theſe Fruits do grow. 
And yet his Majeſty's Indulgence to you reſts not here; he 
gives you leave to ſtudy and contrive your own Aſſurance;

And upon this account alſo it is, 
That in a League lately renew'd with a Proteſtant Crown, 
his Mey hath made -1t one Article of that Leafs; that 
there ſhall be a mutual Defence of the Proteſtant Religion. 
His Majeſty hath conſider'd Religion again more particu- 
larly, as it is the Proteftant NE eſtabliſh'd by Law in 
the Church of England; He ſees that, as ſuch, it is not onl 

beſt ſuited to the Monarchy, and moſt likely to defend it, 
but moſt able to defend itſelf againſt the Enemies of all Re- 
formation : And therefore upon this account it is that his 
Majeſty, with equal and impartial Juſtice, hath revived all 
the Laws againſt Diſſenters and Nonconformiſts; but not 
with equal Severity: For the Laws againſt the Papiſts are 
edg'd, and the Execution of them quicken d by new Rewards 
propos d to the Informers: Thoſe againſt Diſſenters are left 


to that Strength which they have already. Both tlieſe, and 


all other Laws whatſoever, are always underſtood to be ſub- 
ject to the Pleaſure of a Parliament, which may alter, amend, 
or explain them as they ſee cauſe, and according with pub- 
lic Convenience. For when we conſider Religion in Par- 
liament, we are ſuppos'd to conſider it as a Parliament ſhou'd 
do, and as Parliaments in all Ages have done; That is, as it 
is a Part of our Laws, a Part, and a neceſſary Part of our 
Government. For as it works upon the Conſcience, as it is 
an inward Principle of the Divine Life by which good Men 
do govern all their Actions, the State has nothing to do wit 
it, tis a thing which belongs to another Kind of Commiſ- 
lion than that by which we ft here. — 
© In the next place, the King hath thought fit to direct 
your Conſiderations upon the Safety and Honour of the 
State; both which are then beſt provided for, when we keep 
up the Strength and Reputation of our Fleet. It is not al- 
together the natural Decay of Shipping, no nor the Acci- 
dents of War, that have leſſen'd our Fleet, tho' ſomething 
may be attributed to both theſe; but our Fleet ſeems rather 
to be weakened for the preſent, by being out- grown and 
out- built by our Neighbours. Then proceeding ta diſcourſe 
of the Laws in general, he told them, In making of Laws 
therefore it will import us to conſider, That too many Laws 
are a Snare, too few are a Weakneſs in the Government; 
too gentle are ſeldom obey'd, too ſevere are as ſeldom ex- 
ezuted ; and Sanguinary Laws are for the moſt part either 
the Cauſe or the Effect of a Diſtemper in the State. Lo eſtabliſh 
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tiſe to bring about, Revolutions in the 
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Anno 25 Car. II. this State there ſeems not to need many Laws; ſome will 


always be wanting : And tho' all that is wanting ſhon' 4 


not now be finmſh'd, yet whatever ſhall remain un- 


finiſh'd may be perfected in Winter, at which time 
we have a gracious Intimation from his Majeſty, that 


we ſhall meet again. Then, ſpeaking of the preſent Ha 


pineſs of the Nation, he proceeded thus: We are newly 
gotten out of an expenſive War, and upon Terms more ho- 
nourable than ever. The whole World is now in Peace 
with us; all Ports are open to us, and we exerciſe a free 
and uninterrupted Traffic through the Ocean: And we are 
reaping the Fruits of all this Peace by a daily Improvement 


of our Trade, and the Encreaſe of our Shipping and Na- 


vigation. Our Conſtitution ſeems to be ſo vigorous and ſtrong, 
that nothing can diſorder it, but ourſelves. No Influences 
of the Stars, no Configurations of the Heavens are to be 
fear'd, ſo long as theſe two Houſes ſtand in a good Diſpo. 
ſition to each other, and both of them in a happy Con- 
junction with their Lord and Sovereign. Why ſhou'd we 
doubt it? Never was Diſcord more unſeaſonable. A Di. 
ference in Matters of the Church wou'd gratify the Ene- 
mies of our Religion, and do them more Service than the 
beſt of their Auxiliaries. A Difference in Matrers of State 
wou'd gratify our Enemies too, the Enemies of our Peace, 
the Enemies of this Parliament, that hope to ſee, and prac- 

1 hey 
well underſtand, That the beſt Health may be deſtroy d by 
too much Care of it; an anxious, ſcrupulous Care, a Care that 
is always tampering; a Care that labours ſo long to purge all 
ill Humours out of the Body, that at laſt it leaves neither good 
Blood nor Sp'rits behind. In like manner there are two 
Ce which are dangerous in every State, and of which 
the Hiſtorian hath long ſince given us Warning: One is, 
when Men do 2u.eta movere; when they ſtir thoſe Things 
or 1 which are, and ought to be in Peace; and, like 
unskiltul Architects, think to mend the Building by remoy- 
ing all the Materials which are not plac'd as they wou'd have 
them. Another is, Cam Res parvæ magnis Motibus aguntur; 
When Things, not of the greateſt Moment, are agitated 
with greateſt Heat; and as much Weight is laid upon a new, 
and not always very neceſſary Propoſition, as if the whole 
Sum of Affairs depended upon it. : 

* My Lords and Gentlemen, The King is far, infinitely 
tar, from fearing any Exceſs of this kind here; He knows 
too well the Wiſdom, the Honour, and the Loyalty of this 
great Aſſembly, to apprehend any kind of Error either in 
vour ſudgments, or your Affections. He does not only find 
himſelf ſafe, bur he thinks himſelf arm'd too, while he is 


ended with ficn a Nobility, ſuch a Gentry as this. You 
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to make this Government take root again, will ſurely be 
able to preſerve it in a growing and flouriſhi 
Pilots need not fear a Storm! If you could, this Confidera- 
tion alone were enough to ſupport you, That 2 carry Ceſar 
and his Fortunes; you ſerve a Prince in whoſe Preſervation 


Miracles are become familiar; a Prince in whoſe Style De: 


Gratis ſeems not to be written by a vulgar Pen, but 
by the Arm of Omnipotence itſelf. Raiſe up then, by your Ex- 
ample, the Hearts and Hopes of all thoſe whom ill Men have 
wrought upon to ſuch a degree, as to caſt them into a Sad- 
neſs, and into a Deſpondency, which is moſt unreaſonable. 
What the Romans ſcorn'd to do after the Battle of Cannæ, 
what the Venetians never did when they had loſt all their 


Terra Firma; That Men are now taught to think a Virtue, 


and the Sign of a wiſe and good Man, Deſperare de Republic. 
And all this in a time of as much Juſtice and Peace at 
home ; As good Laws for the Security of Religion and Li- 
-berty ; As good Execution of thoſe Laws; As great Plenty 
of Trade and Commerce abroad, and as likely N 
of Affairs for the Continuance of theſe Bleſſings to us, as 
ever Nation proſper*'d under. Confirm the Faith then of 
thoſe that are made weak, by ſhewing them the Stedfaſtneſs 
of your Belief; give the King the Hearts af all his Subjects, 
by making him a Preſent of yours. Then will the King 


eſteem himſelf a richer Prince than if he were poſleſs'd of 


all the Treaſures of the Eaſt: Then, tho' this ſhould 
cloſe in a few Weeks, yet it may be perpetual for the Fruit 
it ſhall produce, and for the Commemoration that will fol- 
low it. Then will this Year be a true Year of Jubilee; 
and we ſhall have nothing to wiſh or pray for in this World,

It wou'd be ſomewhat ſtrange, and without all Ex- 
ample in Story, that a Nation ſhou'd be twice ruin'd, twice 
undone, by the ſelf-ſame Ways and Means, the ſame Fears 
and Frag Will any Man that but gives himſelf leave 
to think, refuſe to enjoy and take comfort in the Bleſſings 
that are preſent, only for fear of future Changes and Altera-

His Majeſty never had, nor will have cauſe to diſtruſt his 
People. In 1667, in Confidence of our Aid, he made à 
League without Advice of Parliament (commonly call'd the 
Triple League) which was for the Intereſt of England, and 
whereby his Majeſty became the Arbiter of Chriſtendom; 
and in the Name, and upon the Account of that, the Parliament 
ve him ſeveral Supplies. In 1672, he made War without 
Advice of Parliament, which War the Parliament thought 
not for the Intereſt of England to continue ; yet therein the 
would not leave him, but gave him 1,200,000 1. tocarry himſelf 
in and out of it. How much more then are they concern'd and 
oblig'd to ſupply and aſſiſt him in theſe Alliances and War, 
(if it enſue) which are fo much for the Intereſt of England, 
and enter'd into by the preſſing Advice of Parliament? We 
hope his Majeſty will declare himſelf in Earneſt, and we are 
in Earneſt, having his Majeſty's Heart with us. Let his 
Hand rot off, that is not ſtretched out for this Affair! We 
will not ſtick at this or that Sum, or Thing, but we will go 
with his Majeſty to all Extremities. We are not afraid of 
the French King becauſe he has great Force, and extraor- 
dinary thinking Men about him, who manage his Affairs tos 
wonder: But, we truſt his Majeſty will have his Buſineſs 
manag'd by thinking Men, that will be provident and care- 
ful of his Intereſt, and not ſuffer him to pay Cent. per Cent. 
more than Things are worth, that are taken up and uſed: 
And, if the Work be enter'd upon in this Manner, we 
hope England will have Engliſh Succeſs with France: As it 
is in Se if your Bowl be well ſer out (or directed) 
you may wink and it will go to the Mark. Were the Things 
clear and thoroughly undertaken, there would be lets rea- 


fon to diſpute of Time; there never was a Council but

The Sum mention'd was 200, ooo J. and the Expedient to 200,900 J. of- 
raiſe it a borrowing Clauſe to be added to the Bill for le- m— re or 
vying almoſt 609,000 I; the Effect of which was to enable _ 
his Majeſty preſently to take up the faid Sum of 200, ooo / on 
the Credit of this Bill at 7 per Cent. Inte reſt. 

Some Diſcourſe enſu'd of letting looſe part of the 600,000 l. 
juſt mentioned; but then Ir was reflected that this Sum was 
appropriated for the building of Ships, and that they would 
not have this Appropriation unhing'd by any Means, and 
therefore reſoly'd to annex the borrowing Clauſe to rhe Bill 
for continuing the additional Duty of Exciſe for three Y ears, 
which was not y.t paſs'd : Againſt which it was objected, 
that it was given for other Purpoſes, viz. Co caſe the King, 
to pay Intereſt. for his Debts, &c. On the contrary, it was 
anſwer'd, that the Preamble ſpeaks not of his Debts, but 
his extraordinary Occafions. Bur that beſides, they did not 
intend to wi-hdraw ſo much of that Gift, but did reſolve to 
re-imburſe his Majeſty towards the 200,000 /. ſo much of it 
as he ſhould lay out in extraordinary Preparations. 

It was again objected, That this would be a kind of de- 
nouncing of War; and that 20, o J. was a miſerable, 
mean, and incompetent Sum to defend us againft thoſe whom . 
we ſhould provoke. 

Jo which was reply'd, That it was but an Earneſt of 
what they intended, and that they were willing to meet 
again, and give farther Supplies. Beſide, the French King 
was not formidable for any great Hurt he could do us dur- 
wg the Confederacy. That there were ſeveral Princes of 
Germany at war -with him, who, tho' much more weak 
and inconſiderable than we, were ſafe; being defended not 
by their own Strength, but the whole Coniederacy. 

The Debate concluded in voting rhe following Anſwer, 
which was preſented to the King by the Speaker and the 
whole Houſe on the 15th of April: © We your Majeſty's An Anſwer to 
moſt loyal Subjects, &c. do, with great Satisfaction o* Mind, — 5 
obſerve the Regard your Majeſty is pleas d to expreis to our .

They 
may be propounded and accepted by the means of the fo- 
reign Minifters, even without an Embaſly to be ſent from 
hence: And yet, if that were neceſſary, it were no extraor- 
dinary Charge. Alliances may be made forthwith, and then, 
Money would be granted forthwith. If they were declar'd 
to-day, the 600,000 l. ſhould be granted to-morrow, and as 
Occaſion ſhould require: And there is no fear, but Money 
would be found for this purpoſe. Our own Extravagancies 
would maintain a War. The Money which has been pro-

© municate to both Houſes, in order to the Satisfaction of 
© the late Addrefles for the Preſervation of Flanders. But 
© it ſo happening, that Matters are not yet fo ripe as within 
© a few Days they will be; therefore his Majeſty's Pleaſure 


© was, that they ſhould be immediately adjpurn'd till Monday 


the 28th of this Inſtant January.“ On that Day his Ma. 
jeſty came to the Houſe of Peers, and ſending for the Com- 


mons, he made this remarkable Speech to both Houſes: 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, ELIE 
Hen we patted laſt, I told you, That before we 

met again I would do that which ſhould be ro your 
Satisfaction; I have accordingly made ſuch Alliances with 
Holland as are for the Preſervation of Flanders, and-which 
cannot fail of that End, unleſs prevented either by the 
Want of due Aſſiſtances to ſupport thoſe Alliances, or by 
the ſmall Regard the Spaniards themſelves muſt have to 
their own Preſervation.

< the Exciſe at your requeſt ; of all which you are to con- 
© ſider. That J have no Intentions but of to you, and 
my People, nor ever ſhall ; therefore I deſire you will not 
« drive me into Extremities, which muſt end ill both for 
© you and me, and (which is worſt of all) for the Nation. 
I defire to prevent all Diſorders and Miſchiefs that may 
© befal by our Diſagreement; but in caſe there do, I leave 
© it to God. Almighty to judge who is the occaſion of it. In 
« concluſion, I muſt tell you, That I will not, for the future, 
© ſuffer the old courſe and method of paſſing of Laws 
to be chang'd, by racking together ſeveral Matters in one 
Bill; bur this Bill ſhall certainly be loft, let the Impor- 
© tance be what it will. The reft I leave to the Lord- 


Chancellor.“ 


Accordingly his Lordſhip made a long and remarkable 
Speech, of which the moſt material Part is as follows: 
That with reference to the preſent State of Chriſtendom, 
and a general Peace, tlie Advances which had been made 
abroad, tho haſtened by ſome late Occurrences, were long 
fince meditated and prepared 1a Holland: For when the 
States. Gene ral percetv'd, that tho* they had ſtrain'd them- 
ſelves to the utmoſt, and exceeded all the Proportions which 
by their Preaty they were bound to furniſh, yet the Spani- 
ards fail'd them in every Point, not only in the Subſidies 
they were oblig'd to pay, but in the very Strength and For- 
ces they ſtood engag'd to ſet out; inſomuch that 1

Towns and Garriſons were ſo far from being in any tolera- 
ble Poſture-to receive an Enemy, that they remain'd as per- 
fectly defenceleſs as if they were intended to be abandon d: 
Hereupon the States reſolv d to ſeek all Occaſions of comi 
out of the War, and to lay hold on the firſt that ſhoulc 
offer itſelf; and to that End, the laſt Vear they ſolicited his 
Majeſty io endeavour a Peace, and they would then have 
taken ſuch a Peace as they now ek : But his Majeſty thought 
he had done great Service to the Chriſtian World, when 
he had gain'd two Points upon them; Firſt, to model and 
concert with them the Terms and Articles of a better Peace ; 
and then, on Proſpect of that Peace, to enter into a League 
offenſive and defenſive with his Majeſty, to obtain that Peace 
by Force, if it could not be had otherwiſe. Tho' the Dutch 
were ſtill inclin'd to accept of Peace, and were hearkening 
after the French Propoſitions at Nimeguen; yet ſuch were

Liberty were truly loſt, by being made a handle and pre. 
tence for Sedition ; when Prelacy was call'd Popery, and 
Monarchy named Tyranny, c. and can we now endure 
to ſee Men break the Act of Oblivion every day, by re- 
viving the Memory of forgotren Crimes in new Practices 
It is worth the Conſideration, whether we do not bring ſome 
kind of Scandal upon the Proteſtant Religion, when we 
ſeem ſo far to diſtruſt the Truth and Power of it, that, after 
ſo many Laws paſt to guard it, and ſo many miraculous 


. Deliverances from the Attempts made againſt it, we ſhould 


fill be afraid of its Continuance ? Hath not the late Act 
made it abſolutely impoſſible for the moſt conceal'd Papiſt 
that is, to get into any kind of Employment ? And did ever 
any Law ſince the Reformation give us ſo great a Securi 


as this? As little reaſon there js to be jealous of our Li. 


berries and Properties. Can there be a greater Evidence of 
the Moderation of a Prince, and his Tendernefs of the Li. 
berty of the Subject, than to ſuffer, as he does every day, 
fo much licentious and malicious Talk to paſs unpuniſh'd? 
If there be not a ſingle inſtance to be found in a whole 
Reign, of a Man that has ſuffer'd againft Law, and very few 
ot thoſe that have ſuffer d by it, ſhall we endure them that 
dare ſay in all public Places, That the Nation is enflay'd? 
Let them ſhew the time, if they can, ſince the World be- 
gan, and this Nation was firſt inhabited, wherein there 
were fewer Grievances, or leſs cauſe to complain than at 
this preſent time: Nay, let them ſearch all Ages and Places, 
and tell us when and where there was ever found a hap- 
pier People than we are at this day? | 
He proceeded then to the Matter of the Revenue, and to 
the ſame purpoſe with what the King had ſaid before, with 
ſome Enlargement; but plainly told them, That the Man- 
ner of their Proccedings was as conſiderable to his Majeſty, 
as the Matter; and that he would not accept a good Bill,

Kingdom.“ In fine, he ſhew'd that the fame Method 
might be made uſe of by the Lords againſt the Commons ;

parting from that Method which the Wiſdom of our An- 
ceſtors purpoſely preſcrib'd to prevent and exclude ſuch In- 


conveniencies. Theſe Innovations the King reſolv'd to a- 


boliſh, and had commanded him to ſay to them, State ſuper 
Vias antiquas.” Then he faid, * If this Seffion do not repair 


the Misfortunes, and amend the Faults of the laſt, it will 


look like a Fatality upon the Nation. He whoſe Houſe is 
deſtroy'd by Fire, would find but little comfort in ſaying, 
The fire did not begin by his means; but it will be a mat- 
ter of perpetual Anguiſh and Vexation to remember, That 
it was in his power to have extinguiſh'd it. Let the World 
now ſee, that your Zeal to preſerve the Government is the 
ſame as when you were ready to die for its Reſtoration; and 
know, tis an Act as meritorious, and of as goons Duty and 
Loyalty, to ſtand between the King and thoſe Libellers, who 
would create a Miſunderſtanding ane him and his Par- 
liament, as tis to fight for him in a Day of Battel. Em- 
belliſh the Hiſtory of this Parliament, by ſhewing us the 
healing Virtue of this Seſſion: So ſhall your Service be ac- 
ceptable to the King, who never forgets any thing but In- 
juries: So ſhall you recommend yourſelves to Poſterity, by 
tranſmitting to them the ſame Peace and Happineſs you are 
truſted with.

made ue of the Imparience of their People to neceſſitate 
them to it. Another while, the Performance of the Conditi 
ons offered became ſo doubtful, and was at laſt explained in 


4 manner ſo vaſtly different from the firſt Propoſals, that 


Deſpair begot new Refolutions of continuing the War. In 


the midſt of theſe miſerable Perplexities and Confuſions, his 


Majeſty was daily ſolicited with the higheſt Importunities, 
and*the moſt earneſt Supplications that were poſſible, not to 
dizband the Troops he had raiſed ; and not only ſo, but 1 
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he would ſtill continue to ſend over more and more of his Anno zoCar.II, 


Troops, and to augment the Forces which he had already 
abroad. They did-as — as tell him plainly, That it was 
from the Reputation of his Alliance, that any Overtures of 
peace had been made at all; and that it was from the Con- 
tinuance of his Arms, that any farther Performance could 
be expected. They prayed his Majeſty to conſider, That 
if he thought it r ons to obtain ſome kind of reſpite 


or breathipg-time for the Spaniſh Netherlands, or to ſe- 


cure any kind of Frontier or Barrier between them and their 


too powerful Neighbours ; all this and more, very much 


more, perhaps no leſs than the Safety of Chriſtendom, would 
entirely depend upon his Majeſty's preſerving himſelf in that 
conſiderable Poſture both by Sea and Land, wherein he then 
was. There was no _— ſuch repeated Interceſſions; 
and tho his Majeſty faw well enough, that his 3 
with theſe Deſires would engage him in an expence far be- 
yond what he was then provided for, yet he could not poſ- 
fibly decline the Charge, nor refuſe to undergo the Diffi- 
culties. And now whatever the Coſt of all this may amount 
to, yet neither his People will have any cauſe to repent it, 
when they ſhall conſider that it hath already produced ſuch 
great and good Effects to his Majeſty's Allies, and ſo much 
Honour to the whole Nation, that whatever is ſaved of Flan- 
ders, is now acknowledged by all the World, to be wholly 
due to his Majeſty's Interpoſition. And tho' the Peace, 
which ſince hath followed, be very far from ſuch a Peace 
as his Majeſty could have wiſhed, yet it is ſuch a Peace as 
his Neighbours were reſolved to have. No Obligations 
they lay under to infiſt upon a better Peace, no Conjunction 
with his Majeſty, no nor the Offers to declare War on their 
behalfs, if they deſired it, could prevail with them, or keep 
them from being wrought upon by, the Arts of thoſe, who 


firſt raiſed unreaſonable Jealouſies amongſt them, and then 


cauſed them to precipitate themſelves into a Peace. Thus 
pu ſee at once, not only the Neceſſity which his Majeſty 
ad to continue his Troops in Pay, but likewiſe the Benefits 
and Advantages which have come of it.“ 
Then inf 
ſame manner that the King had in his Speech, he proceeded 
in theſe Words. Thus you have in ſhort an account of 
what had been doing abroad, and the Charge of it, tis now 
high time to look * nearer liome: And ſurely in that 
ſtare of things to which they are now reduced, tis viſible 
and plain enough what muſt be our buſineſs for the time 
to come. Firſt, we muſt look to ourſelves, and provide for 
our own Safety: For that which the Confederates acknow-

And herein it will be neceſſary to it 
take notice of what his Majeſty hath recommended to you, tt 
and to weigh very well the Importance of reducing the Sea tl 
and Land Forces, and the Conſequences which may attend ot 
ſuch a Reducement : For this be aſſured, that nothing in 4 
the world would more gratify our Enemies, than to ſee us tl 
afraid of maintaining ourſelves in a poſture of defence, 0 
which is the only poſture they are afraid to find us in. And * 
that the Fears of Popery may not too much diſquiet you, be le 
pleaſed to conſider that you have one Security more, fince it 


that which was always the Intereſt of his . Honour Je 
and Conſcience, is now become the Intereſt of his Perſon _ 
too, to protect the Proteſtant Religion, and to prevent the \ 
= ſwarming of ſeminary Prieſts. For his Majeſty hath told 
you, That he hath ſacly received Information of Deſigns ; 
_—_ his own Life by the Jeſuits. And tho he doth in no p 
ort prejudge the Perſons accuſed, yet the ſtrict Enquiry into 1 
this matter hath been a means to diſcover ſo many other 
unwarrantable Practices of theirs, that his Majeſty hath rea- 
ſon to look to them. Nor are theſe Men the only Factors 
for Rome; but there are found amongſt the Laity alſo, ſome 
who have made themſelves Agitators to promote the Intereſt 
of a forcign Religion, who meddle with Matters of State and 
Parliament, [meaning Coleman] and carry on their pernicious 
Deſigns by a moit dangerous Correſpondence with foreign 
Nations. What kind of Proceſs the Proof will bear, and to 
how high a degree rhe Extent and Nature of theſe Crimes 
will riſe, is under conſideration, and will be fully left to the 
courie of Law. | 
In the next place, let us carefully avoid all Differences 
amongſt ourſelves, all manner of claſhing about Juriſdictions, 
and all Diſputes of ſuch nature, as can never end in any 
Accommodation. For this is ſtill what our Enemies would 
wiſh,, who would be glad to ſee us ruined, without their 
being at the charge of it. And therefore we muſt now, a- 
bove all other times, Jabour to ſhew the World the moſt 
efteEtual Significations of our Loyalty and Duty that we 
are able to expreſs; for nothing in the World can more 
diſcourage our Enemies: As on the contrary, nothing does 
or can fo ripen a Nation for Deſtruction, as to be obſerved 
to diſtruſt their own Government.

the Offenders.” Then, inſiſting upon the Reaſonableneſ

ings: For they who are in haſte, and attempt to do all their 


Buſineſs at once, moſt commonly hinder themſelves from 
bringing any thing to Perfection. You have now an Oppor- 
tunity of doing great Things for the King and Kingdom; 
and it deſerves your utmoſt Care to make a right Uſe of 
it: For it is not in the power of a Parliament to recover a 
loſt Opportunity, or to reſtore themſelves again to the ſame 
Circumſtances, or the ſame Condition, which they once had 
a Power to have improved. Would you ſecure Religion 
at home, and ſtrengthen it abroad, by uniting the Intereſt 
of all the Proteſtants in Europe ?

moſt conſequence. to our King and Country, and to take 
into conſideration how to fave the main, before we ſpend 
any time about Particulars. Sir, I am of opinion, that the 
Life of our King, the Safety of our Country and Proteſtant 
Religion, are in great — 7 from Popery ; and that eitlier 
this Parliament muſt ſuppreſs the Power and Growth of Po- 
pery, or elſe that Popery will ſoon deſtroy, not only Parlia- 
ments, but all that is near and dear to us. And therefore I 
humbly move, that we may reſolve to take into our conſi- 
deration in the firſt Place, how to ſuppreſs Popery, and to 
prevent a Popiſh Succeſſor; without which all our Endea- 
yours about other Matters will not ſignify any thing, and 
therefore this juſtly challengeth the Precedency. 


Mr. Speaker, Sir, I ſtand up to ſecond that Motion, and Sir Henry Capel, 


to give ſome Reaſons, with your Permiſſion, why I agree in 
it; not doubting but other Perſons will be of the ſame opi- 
nion, if they have the ſame Sentiments of what Influence 
the Popiſh Party have had in the Management of moſt of 
our Affairs both at home and abroad, for many Y ears laſt 
paſt ; and how that Party hath increaſed, and been encou- 
raged. Sir, I remember, that, after his Majeſty's happy Re- 
ſtoration, it was thought convenient that an Act of Unifor- 
_y ſhould paſs, as the beſt Law that could be invented, 
to ſecure the Church from the Danger of Popery and Fana- 
ticiſm, and accordingly it did paſs in the Year 1652; but 
in the Year 1663, ſome, that then managed the great Affairs 
of State, or at leaft had great Intereſt with his Majeſty, were 
of another opinion : For they had prevailed with him ta 
grant a Toleration and Indulgence, and to make a Declara- 
tion to that purpoſe. The Parliament aſſembling ſoon after, 
thought it very ſtrange, that in one Year an Act of Unifor- 
mity ſhould be the beſt way to preſerve the Church, and 
that in the next Year, a Toleration and Indulgence : there- 
tore, after a ſerious Debateabout it, in February 1663, they 
made an Addreſs to his Majeſty, humbly repreſenting how 
it would reflect upon the Wiſdom of that Parliament, to 
have ſuch an Alteration made ſo ſoon ; and that ſuch Pro- 
ceedings, for aught they could foreſee, would end in Popery. 
Upon which his Majeſty, out of his great Goodneſs, ſtopped 
the iſſuing out of the faid Toleration, hearkening rather to 
the Advice of his Parliament, than to 'any private Coun- 
ſellors. Sir, I cannot inform you who it was that gave 
that Advice to his Majeſty, nor certainly affirm they were

But the Project thus failing at this time, 
they were forced to wait with Patience until they could 
have another opportunity; employing in the mean time their 
diabolical Counts, in weakening the Proteſtant Intereſt, (in 
order to a ming Deftruftion of = by engaging us in a 
War with Holland. In which the French acted the fame 
Part in the Behalf of the Dutch, as they did afterwards in 
our Behalf againſt them, 1672; very fairly looking on both 
times, while we poor Proteſtants with great Fury deſtroyed 
one the other. But this was not ſo ſtrange, nor ſo plain as 
the dividing of our Fleet under the Command of Prince 
Rupert and General Monk, and the Deſign of deſtroyi 
them as well as their Ships, and the reſt of our Navy Roy 
at Chatham. And as they thus acted their part at Sea, ſo 
they did not forget to do their beſt aſhore; in April 1666, 
ſome Perſons that were then hanged, fairly confeſſed they 
had been treated with, and had treated with others, to 
burn the City of London in September following, of . which 
Confeſſion we then took as little notice, as we have of other 
Diſcoveries againſt Papiſts ſince ; however, accord 4 
September, thirteen thouſand Houſes of the City o — 
don were burnt; and thoſe that were taken in carry ing on 
that Work, generouſly diſcharged without any Trial; and 
one Papiſt, that cenfeſs'd that himſelf and others did et 
the City on fire, was in great haſte hanged, and fo the 
Bufineſs was huſhed up as completely as the late great 
Plot is like to be now, branding Hubert, that then made 
that Confeſſion, with Madneſs; as now theſe laſt Witneſſes 
with Perjury, Sodomy, and what not. However, theſe Bu- 
ſinefles were not ſo carried, but his Majeſty diſcerned ſome 
of the Intrigues of them, which made him alter his Coun- 
cils, and, contrary to the Endeavours of that Party, enter 
into new Alliances, by making up that excellent League, 
uſually called the Triple League; which put a flop to 
theſe Mens Deſigns as to Affairs abroad, but not to their 
Deſigns here at home. For —_— obtained rhe Oxford 
Act, and ſome others againſt the Diffenters, great Encea- 
vours were uſed to have them executed * in expec- 
tation that the Diſſenters would ſoon be made weary of liv- 
ing quietly under them, and in the end be glad of a Tole- 
ration; but the Diſſenters deceived them, and ſubmitted to 
the Laws; inſomuch that in 1670 to 1671, there was hard- 
ly a Conventicle to be heard of in England: And might 
never have been more, if that Party had not been afraid of

Diviſions, and to bring in (as they hoped) their own Re- 
ligion, they employed all their Force again to get a Tolera- 
tion. I ay they did it; becauſe it cannot be imagined it 
could be from any Proteſtant Intereſt ; both Church-men and 
Diſſenrers publickly declaring their Deteſtation of it. And 
in 1672, it was obtained, printed, and publiſhed. After we 


| had, in order to the carrying it on, broke that never to be 
forgotten triple League, ſacrificed our Honour to the French, 


not only by making a ſtrong Alliance with them, but by 


ſeizing the Dutch Smyrna Fleet, and then afterwards pro- 
_ claiming War with them. Which War continued in order 


to ruin us both ; for the French proved but Lookers-on at 
Sea, (as they had done when . with the Dutch in 
1665, though great Conquerors at Land, eſpecially of the 


Proteſtants in Germany and Holland. And as this Tolera- 


tion was accompanied with theſe great Alterations in Affairs 
abroad, ſo it was backed, 1. With a great Miniſter of State 
at the Helm at home, who was ſo confident of the refixi 

Popery here, that he could not forbear to declare himſelf 
to be of that Religion; I mean my Lord Treaſurer Clifford: 
as alſo, 2. With a great Army at Blackheath, ready upon 
all occaſions : and, 3. With the — Violation on the 
Property of the Subject, that ever happened in this Nation, 
the ſeizing of one Million and an half, or thereabout, in the 
Exchequer. All which indeed made our Condition deſpe- 
rate, and, as many thought, paſt Retrieve. But Mr. Speaker, 


here again the Goodneſs and Wiſdom of his Majeſty ſaved 


us, refuſing to follow ſuch pernicious Counſels ; upon which 
Clifford not only loſt his Place, but his Life too, breaking 
his Heart (as is by moſt believed) to ſee himſelf fo diſap- 
pointed in this great Deſign. And here, as we can never too 
much deteſt my Lord Clifford, and ſuch others, who con- 
trived our Ruin; ſo we can never ſufficiently admire his 
Majeſty's Royal Care, in working out our Security, by re- 
fuſing to follow any Advice that tended to thoſe Ends. And 
therefore, to the great Diſappointment of that Party, at the 
Requeſt of the Houſe of Commons at their next lows. 
he recalled the ſaid Toleration, disbanded the Army, and 
in convenient time made a Peace with Holland. But though 
this Party were thus defeated of their Deſign, yet not ſo 
diſcouraged as to give it over. They changed their Mea- 
ſures, but not their Principles; and although they deſiſted 
from farther aiming at a Toleration, yet they no ways neg- 
lected purſuing a 13 but in order thereto, proſe- 
cured a Correſpondence formerly begun for that purpoie with 
the French King, and, by promiſing him conſiderable Sup- 
plies, to carry on the War he was then engaged . e 
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of Popery here. Accordingly, it is not unknown, what 2 
Party of Men, and what bogey of Ammunition, and o. 
ther Neceſſaries for War, were ſent to the French King, 
during the War he was then ed in; and how it waz 
done contrary to the Advice of the Parliament, and the 80. 
licitations of moſt of the Princes in ＋ and true Intereſt 
of England, to the Aſtoniſhment of all good Men; eſpe. 
cially becauſe it was contrary to his Majeſty's own Proclz. 
mation, and when the French had declared they made 
that War for Religion, endeavouring to force the 
Dutch to allow of Popiſh Churches, However ſuch wa 
the Strength of this Party, that this Affiſtance was con- 
tinued until the French King was willing to make a Peace, 
and then who more inſtrumental than our Miniſters to effect 
it? Several Embaſſadors, and Plenipotentiaries too, bei 
ſent as well to the Court of Spain, as Germany and Holla 
for that purpoſe. And at laſt, the Dutch being weary, and 
conſumed with the War, they were perſuaded to be willi 
for a Peace, and accordingly the 1th of January 1676, en. 
tred into a Treaty with us for a general Peace, to be ac. 
compliſh'd by ſuch ways and means as are therein preſcrib. 
ed. Which League was kept private for ſome time, and 
inſtead of any Diſcovery thereof, about the end of Febru. 
ary following, (the Parliament being then ſoon after to al: 
ſemble) a great noiſe was made of entring into a War with 
France, it being concluded, that nothing like that would 
incline the Parliament to give Money, nor the People free! 
to part with it, becauſe it was the only way to extingui 
thoſe Fears they lay under, by reaſon of the growing Great. 
neſs of France. At the Meeting of the Parliament, the Pro- 
je& was ſer on foot with all the Art and Induſtry imaginable; 
and fo far were the major Part of the Members perſuaded of 
the Reality thereof, that they were inclinable to give a great 
Sum of Money for the carrying on of the War ; but while 
they were in confultation about it, the e formerly 
mentioned, agreed ar the Hague, was unluckily made (in 
ſome meaſure) public, and occaſioned a great Jealouſy of 
the Reality of the pretended War. And the greater, be- 
cauſe upon an Enquiry, they could not find there were any 
Alliances made to that purpoſe. And yet notwithſtanding 
this, and the great Endeavours of ſome worthy Members 
of that Parliament, (now of this ; ) an Army of thirty thou- 
ſand Men were raiſed, and a Tax of above 1,200,000 
Pounds was given. And then, inſtead of a War, a general 
Peace, according to that Treaty agreed with Holland, was 
preſently made. By which that Party thought they had ſe- 


cured, not only the Power of France, but the Men and Mo- 
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ney here raiſed at home, to be made ſetviceable for their Anno 32 Car. II. 


ends ; there wanting nothing but a Popiſh King to perfect all, 168 0. 
a theſe Deſigns. F or be have great reaſon to believe — nnd 
* they had made all neceſſary Preparation, as well by employ- 
8, ing Men, and 8 to find out wicked Inſtruments to take 
"a away the King's Lite, as by providing one * Cleypole to be a 
50 Sacrifice, to make an atonement for the Act, and to caſt 
> the Wickedneſs thereof on the Fanatics. To which pur- 
Pe pole the ſaid Cleypole was really impriſoned ſome time be- 
la. fore in the Tower, upon the Evidence of two Witneſſes, 
de that he ſhould ſay, that he and two hundred more had en- 
he gaged to kill the King, the next time he went ro New- 
Vas Market. For which, in all probability, he had as really 
n. been hanged, if the breaking out of the Plot had not pre- 
be, vented their Deſigns. Then was Cleypole, the next Term 
xt after, publickly * at the King's-Bench Bar, the Wit. 
if neſſes appearing no more againſt him. Thus were we again 
1 reduced to a miſerable condition; but it pleaſed God, by 
nd the Diſcovery of the Plot by Dr. Oates, once more to fave 
us; whoſe 3 (he being but one Witneſs) they 


thought at firſt to have out-braved; but ſome of them being 
o infatuated as to kill Juſtice Godfrey, and Coleman fo un- 

fortunate as to leave ſome of his important Papers in his 
Houſe, notwithſtanding the time he had to convey them a- 
way, it wrought fo great a Fermentation in the People, as 
that there was no Remedy, but that the farther Purſuit of 
the Plot muſt be again laid aſide, and a fair Face put upon 
things. And fo accordingly there was for a few Months; 
but how, after Wakeman's Trial, Things turned again, 
what Endeavours have been ſince uſed to ridicule the Plot, 
to diſparage the old Witneſſes, to diſcourage new ones, to ſet 
up Presbyterian Plots, and to increaſe our Diviſions, I ſuppoſe 
mult be freſh in every Man's Memory here, and therefore L 
thall not offer to trouble you therewith. 

But, Sir, I cannot conclude without begging your Patience, 
while I obſerve how things have been carried on in Scot- 
land and Ireland, anſwerable to what was done here. 

© In Ireland, the Papiſts are at leaſt five to one in Number 
to the Proteſtants, and may probably derive from their 
Cradle an Inclination to maſſacre them again: at leaſt the 
Proteſtants have no Security, but by having the Militia, 
Arms, and the Command of Towns and Forts in their 
hands.

mit you to examine thoſe W itneſles. 
In Scotland, the Government is quite altered, the Uſe of 
Parliaments in a manner aboliſhed, and the Power of tha 
Government lodged in a Commiſſioner and Council, a ftand. 
ing Army of twenty two thouſand Men ſettled, all Endes. 
vours uſed to divide the Proteſtant Intereſt, and to encou- 
rage the Papiſts By which we may conclude, that the 
ſame Intereſt hath had a great'hand in the Management of 
Affairs there alſo.

not afraid of any Oppoſition that can be made againſt them.

and mark them with the Brand they deſerve. And now that 
it was found, that there were a good, eaſy ſort of credulou 
People that might be wrought upon, it was thought high 
time to have a Counter-Plot, that might ſwallow up that of 
the Papiſts, and reſtore them to their former Credit. How 
far this was carried on by good Men and bad, I am loth to 
my but I cannot but obſerve, that Dangerheld 
aad more Money and Encouragement given, while he wa 
carrying on of that Plot, than I could ever hear he hath had 
fince the Diſcovery of it But though it be nat ſtrange, 
that the Papiſts ſhould be ſo wicked, as to contrive ſuch a 
Deſign, for the cafting of the Plot upon the ' Proteſtants;

At Wakeman's Trial, thoſe Perſons who at former Trials 


had been treated with that reſpect that is due to the King's 
Evidence, and whoſe Credit and Reputation had ſtood clear 
without Exception in all other Trials, were now. not only 
brow-beaten, but their Evidence preſented to the jury as 
doubtful, and not to be depended on ; and fo at all 

Trials of Papiſts from that time forward. Ey which many 
of the greateſt Offenders were quitted and cleared as to the 
Plot, and thoſe that were brought for defaming the King's 
Evidence, and ſuborning W'itneſſes in order thereto, very 
kindly treated, and diſcharged with eaſy Sentences, eſpe- 
cially if Papiſts; but if Proteſtants, though only tor, printing 
or vending ſome unlicenſed Book, were impriſoned and large- 
ly fined. But I beg leave to particularize in the Cate of 
one Carr, who was indicted for printing a weekly Intelli- 
gence, called, The Packet of Advice from Rome; or, the 
Hiſtory of Popery. This Man had a ſtrange knack of 
writing extraordinary well upon that Subject, and the Paper 
was by moſt Perſons thought not only very ingenious, but 
alſo very uſeful at this time, for the Information of the Peo- 
ple, becauſe it laid open very intelligibly the Errors and 
Cheats of that Church. However, upon an Information 


given to the Court of King's-Bench againſt this Carr, this

] think it amounts to little lefs tlian a total Prohibition of 

printing any thing againſt Popery. 

The true Engliſh Proteſtants being thus prevented of hav- 
ing Parliaments to redreſs their Grievances, and to ſecure rhem 
againſt the Fears of Popery, as alſo from petitioning for Par- 
laments, or writing for the Proteſtant Religion, they had 
Recourſe ro their old Way of preſenting Grievances by 
Juries. But Advice being given, that ſome great Papiſts 
were concerned in the Preſentment, particularly the Duke 
of York, the Jury was diſmiſſed in an extrajudicial Manner, 
and ſo no Remedy in the World allowed for poor Proteſtants. 
What an unhappy Star were we born under, that Things 
ſhould be thus carried againſt us, in the whole Courſe of our 
Government, whilſt we have a wiſe Proteſtant King over us? 
What may not be expected under a Popiſh King, if it 
mould be our Misfortune to have any? And therefore, I

When Clifford, or who 
elſe it was, had perſuaded his Majeſty to grant a Tole- 
ration in 1672, and to tell the Parliament in his Speech 
then made to them, that he would ſtand by it, and make it 
good; yet that Houſe of Commons finding it of dangerous 
Conſequence, and humbly offering ſuch their Advice to his 
{ Majeſty, he was pleaſed, notwithſtanding the faid Speech, to 


ny cancel the ſaid Toleration. And if he had not, as we are in 
ret a bad Caſe now, ſo we might have been in a worſe then. 
oY For aught I know, if that Houſe of Commons had been ſo

mall be for his turn! Certainly, Sir, no Man can imagine 


that the Proteſtant Religion can * preſerved under 
ſuch a King, but ſuch as cannot or will not fee at a diſtance, 
what a Change ſuch a Scheme of Government will ſoon 
produce, and how likely it is that it will be ſetup and prac. 
tiſed, if ever we ſhould have a Popiſh King. And as I do 
think that our Religion never can be ſecured without this 


Bill, f I do not fear that it will occaſion any civil War, or 


any Diviſion between this Kingdom, Scotland or Ireland; 
but rather, I believe it will bz a means to reconcile the 
Prot/ſtant Intereſt, and to ſettle the Government upon ſuch 
A bottom as will prove invincible. In Scotland the major 
Part of the People hate Popery as well as we, and fo do the 
Proteſtants in Ireland ; and therefore certainly it will be 
their intereſt to join with. us againſt a common Enemy, and 
not to divide. And whereas it hath been ſuggeſte „ that 
this Bill will engage us in a War againſt all Catholic Princes, 
I look upon it as a Bugbear, and do believe that we ſhall 

ain many Friends by bcing ſettled, as we may by having 
this Bill; becauſe then we may be formidable to our Ene- 


mies, and ſerviceable to our Allies; but never without it. 


And, Sir, this is not to diſinherit a Man for his Religion, 
but becauſe he hath rendered himſelf uncapable ro govern 
us, according to our Laws, which, whether it proceed from 
his Religion, or any thing elſe, is all one to us. His be- 
ing uncapable, is the ground for our Proceedings, having 
no other way to preſerve ourſelves. Upon the whole mat- 
ter, I do conclude, that a Popiſh King and a Proteſtant Re- 
ligion are irreconcilable, and have no reaſon to fear a civil 
War, ſo long as we have a Law for our Defence, and 2 


Proteſtant King to head us; which we cannot expect with. 


out paſſing ſome ſuch Bill as this under Debare. d there- 
fore I humbly move you it may be brought in. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Buſineſs you are debating is of {6 
high a nature, that I cannot tell how to ſpeak to it, without 


Fear and Trembling. . To go about to alter the Succeſſion 


of the Crown, muſt be of great ooncernment to all Engliſh- 


men, and therefore-ought to be conſidered with agreat deal

required. Sir, I am unſatisfied with myſelf, how we can 
in Juſtice paſs any ſuch-Bill as is propoſed; for I never 
heard of any Law, which made an Opinion in Religion a 
Cauſe to be diſpoſſeſsd of Right: in former times it was not 
ſo, though there were Princes and Emperors that were A- 
poſtates. And Queen Elizabeth would not allow of —_ 
any ſuch thing in practice, but rather choſe to proceed a- 
gainſt Mary 4 of Scots, according to the ſettled Laws 
of the Nation. This Nation hath been ſo unfortunate as to 
cut off one King already; let us have a care how ve cut 
off the Right of another. There is a poſſibility that the 
Duke may return to the Proteſtant Religion, let us not ex- 
clude him from ſach Temptations as may be convenient to 
reduce him. But, whatever ſhould be your Reſolution ar 
laſt, I hambly conceive there can be no reaſon given, why a 
Buſineſs of this Weight ſhoul4 not be debated in a Commit- 
tee, before you vote the bringing in of the Bill, that ſo the 
Validity of ſuch other Expedients as may be propoſed, may 
be examined, and the Reaſons for and againſt this Bill be 
digeſted as they ought to be. How ſhall we otherwiſe anſwer 
it to his Majeſty, who hath offered you every thing but this? 
If there were a Motion made for a Bill to give Money, 
would it not probably be debated in a Committee ? By this 
Bill we are going to. give away the Right of a Crown, 
which I take to be more than Money ; and therefore, I 
humbly move you that it may be farther debared in a Com- 
mittee. 


© Mr. Speaker, Have not the Papiſts always proceeded a- HughBoſcaweny 


gainſt the Proteſtants with a Barbarity ſurmounting the 
worſt of Heathens ? And muſt we be ſo mighty careful how 
we proceed to hinder them from ruling over us, as that we 
muſt ſtumble at every Straw, and be afraid of every Buth ? 
A Man that is in an Houſe that is on fire, will leap out 
at a Window, rather than be burnt. I do admire how any 
Perſon, that doth know with what Treachery and Inhuma- 
nity the Papiſts behaved themſelves in the Maſſacres of Pied- 
mont, Paris, and Ireland ; their Cruelties in Queen Mary's 
days, lately on Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, and what they 
had defign'd againſt the King, and all of us, can offer any 
thing to delay, much more to hinder what is fo preciſely 
necelſary for the Good of the King and Kingdom ; efpectal- 
ly ſeeing in this we ſhall do nothing, but what may be juſti- 
hed by many Laws and Precedents. And if chere were 
none, of which I know there are a great many that are 
liable to no Objection; yet I take it, hat the Law of Na-

ly acted its Part in favour of that Intereſt, in all our Coun. 


cils and Reſolutions in Affairs of greateſt Importance; and 
it is as plain that this is ſo, becauſe there is a Popiſh Suc. 
ceſſor; and that their Intereſt will never decline as long az 
there is ſuch a Succeflor, and the Hope of a Popiſh King. 
And now, that by the watchful Providence of God, thei: 
Things haye been made ſo pliin to us; is it not ſtrange, 
that any Man ſhould go about to perſuade us to be ſo neg. 
lectful and inconſiderate, as to fit ſtill and look on, while 
the Papiſts are- putting their Chains about our Arms, and 
Ropes about our Necks?

days, was not the Religion of the Prince, the Religion of the 
Nation? Did not moſt of the Privy-Counſellors, and great 
Miniſters of State, and ſome Biſhops too, change with the 
Times? Is it not cuſtomary for great Men to inſinuate and 
flatter their Princes, by being of their Religion? On what 
muſt we ground our hopes of Security, in ſuch a Caſe ? On 
nothing, Sir, but on a Civil War, which ſuch a Prince 
muſt certainly occaſion. But I do nat fear it from this Bill 


but rather think it the only Way to prevent it; not doubt. 


ing but that there will be People enough that will give 
Obedience to it, ſufficient to execute the Law on ſuch as 
may be refractory, if any, which can only be Papiſts, and 
ſuch as may be Popiſhly affected; The W iions as to 4 
Civil War, and Diſobedience to this Law, may as well be 
made againſt any other ſevere Law that we may attempt to 
make againſt Papiſts; and muſt we- therefore let them all 
alone } Tow ſhall not be ſo inconſiderate; but as ve 
have diſcovered that their Weapons are near our 'Throats, 
ſo we ſhall not acquieſce in any thing leſs than what may 
ſecure us; that ſo, if poſſible, we may not fall into tix 
Hands of ſuch a bloody, mercileſs People; which mult in- 
fallibly be the Comlequence of having a Popiſh King. 

And, Sir, as we have much to ſay for the having of thi 


Bill; ſo we have as much for not having our time loſt by going

ſiſt with the Gravity of the ciouſe, that they ſhould be put

Mr Speaker, have not Popiſh Kings, as well in other 
Countries as here, always brought in a Popith Religion? 
And have we any Reaſon to ſuppoſe the like will not happen 
here, if ever we ſhould have a King of that Religion? Have 
we not undeniable Proof, that the great Thing deſigned, 
by endeavouring at a Popiſh King, is the rooting Hereſy 
out of theſe three Nations? And are not Rome and France 
ingaged to give their Aſſiſtance therein, as well as the great 
Parties ar home, not only of profeſs'd Papiſts, but of tome 
who profeſs themſtlves Proteſtants, but are ſo but in Maſque- 
rade? And do they not ſay, that they have fo clenched and ri- 
vetcd their Intereſt, as that God nor Man cannot prevent their 
accompliſhing their Deſigu? And ſhall we be fo indiſcreet as 


to let it creep on thus upon us, and not endeavour to remedy 


ourſelves? Let it never be ſaid of this Houſe of Commons, 
that they were ſo ſtupiſied or negligent of their Duty to 
their Country; or ſo indifferent in their Religion, or Pre- 
ſervation of their Liberties, as to forget ſo great a Concern. 
If, when we have done what we can, we ſhould be con- 
quered by Force, or deceived by ſuch little Arts and Tricks 
as may be uſed, a patient Submiſſion to God's Providence muſt 
follow. But to be the Occaſion of our own Deſtruction, by 
ms, ſupine and inconſiderate, will never be anſwered to 
olterity.” 

He hon juſtify'd the Legality of the Bill, by a long Cata- 
logue of Precedents; making out, that the Succeſſion of the 
Crown had been oftentimes altered by Act of Parliament 
upon le's Occaſions than this; and concluded with a Motion 
tor bringing in of the Bill. 5

* Thirdly, Jam of Opinion, that the Kings of England 
have their Right from God alone; and that no Power on 


_ earth can deprive them of it. And I hope this Houſe will 


no: attempt to do any thing, which is ſo preciſely contrary, 
not only to the Law of God, but the Law of the Land too. 
For if this Bill ſhould paſs, it would change the Eſſence of 
the Monarchy, and make the Crown elective. For, by the 
ſame Reaſon that this Parliament may diſinherit this Prince 
fer his Religion, other Parliaments may diſinherit another, 
upon ſome other Pretence which they may ſuggeſt ; and ſo 
conſequently, by ſuch Excluſions, elect whom they pleaſe.

And I am of 
Opinion, it cannot be diſpenſed withal. Sir, I will be very 
cautious how I diſpute the Power of Parliaments, I know 
the Legiſlative Power is very great, and it ought to be ſo.

« Mr. Speaker, Sir, The honourable Member that ſpoke 
laſt, may underſtand very much of the Laws of other Coun-

Sir Roger Hill. Mr. Speaker, Sir, I tremble to hear ſo much Diſcourſe 
about the King's Death, and naming him a Succeſſor; cer. 
tainly the like was never known in any former Age, but ra- 
ther it was looked on as ſo dangerousa Thing to be diſcourſed 
of, as that none durſt attempr it, whatever the Occafion were. 
Queen Elizabeth concluded, that the naming of a Succeſſor 
to.the Crown, would be digging a Grave for her; and 
therefore I hope we ſhall never go ſo far as to put it into an 
Act. I am for ſhewing a great Reſpect for the Duke, and 
his Children; but I think we are firſt bound in Duty to the 
King; and therefore ought firft to ſhew our Reſpects to him.

And I think 
every Nation, but eſpecially- this, (which is ſo well ſtored 
with other Commodities for Trade) ought to be very jealous 
of a Trade, carried on by the Exportation of their Gold and 
Silver; and to be very careful how to allow it, it being dan- 
gerous to male that, which. is the Standard of Trade, Mer- 
chandize itſelf. 


And as theſe Objections ariſe againſt the Trade itſelf, ſo 


there are others againſt the preſent Management, of which 
the People do complain as a great Grievance ; and I humbly 


- conceive, not without good Cauſe. For the equal Diſtribu- 


tion of Liberties and Privileges among the People, which is 
one of the Excellencies of th2 Government, is by this Com- 
pany higlily infringed, a very few of the People being per- 
mitted to have any Share in this 'I'rade, though it be now 
encreaſed to near one quarter Part of the rade of the Na- 
tion; the Company finding it more for their particular Ad- 
vantage to take up from 6 to 700,000/. on a common Sale, 
to carry on their T'rade, than to enlarge their Stock ; there- 
by reaping to themſelves not only the Gains which they 


make on their own Money, but of the Treaſure of the Na- 


tion; allowing to them that lend, four or five per Cent. a 14 
dividing among themſelves what they pleaſe, which now 
within theſe laſt 12 or 15 Months, hath been 90 per Ceut. 
And, upon an exact Enquiry it will be found, that this 
Stock is ſa engroſſed, that about ten or tw-Ive Men have 
the abſolute — / oat and that about forty divide 
the major Part of the Gains, which this lat Year hath been 
te ſome one Man 20, to others 10,000 J. a- piece. So that 
here is the certain Effect of a Monopoly, to enrick ſome few, 
and impoveriſh maay. 
© It's true, there is ſuch a Thing as buying and ſellin 

ſome ſmall Shares in the Stacks ſometimes, if any Man wil 


give 300 J. in Money for 1001. Stock; but this amounts to 


no more than exchanging the Intereſt of John Doe for Tho- 
mas Roe, and can be no ways ſ-rviceable to bring in more 
Stock or People into the Trade, and therefore not to ſatisfy 
the Complaint of the Nation.

By. dhe bel 
Computation that can be made, we now ſpend in this King. 
dom per Annum to the Value of 2 or 300,0001. worth of 
Goods manufactured in the Eaſt-India: What Part thereof 
are ſpent inſtead of our Stuff, Serges, Cheneys, and other 
Goods, 1 leave to every Man's 1 that hath obſeryed 
how their Perfian Silks, Bengalls, pines and painted Cali- 
coes, and other Sorts are uſed for Beds, Hanging of Rooms, 
and Veſtments of all forts. And theſe Goods from the India, 
do not only hinder the Expence of our Woollen Goods, by 
ſervin inflead of them here ; but alſo by hindering the Con- 
ſumption of them in other Parts too, to which we export 
them; and by obſtructing the Expence of Linnen and Silks, 
which we formerly purchaſed from our Neighbour-Nations, 
in return of our Manufactures.

And did not the Prorogation and Diſſolution come, 
and make all void? Hath this Parliament, though called to 
meet the 17th of October was twelve Months, ever ſat till 
now? And have they not ever ſince their Meeting employed 
moſt of their time about the Plot and Popery ? And can there 
lie any juſt Complaints againſt us? The truth is; Sir, it is 
plain to me, that if this Meſſage proceeds from his Majeſty's 
own 2 as I hope it doth; (for how can it be pre- 
ſumed that his Majeſty ſhould not ſee how we proceed a- 
painſt the Plot and Popery as well as every body elſe?) or if 
ir proceed from ſuch Counſel, as do really intend we ſhould 
do ſomething againſt Popery, then we may be permitted to 
fit until we * done ſomething for the Security of our Re- 
ligion, and Good of our Country; bit, on the other ſide, if 
this Meſſage do proceed from the ſame Counſel that adviſed

Mr. Speaker, Sir, though I know that we are under an Sir Frakcis |

For, Sir, is there any thing more obvious, than 
that this Parliament have ſpent moſt of their time in matters 
relating to the Plot and Popery, and to make ſuch Laws as 
way prevent the coming in of Popery upon us? And did not 
both the laſt Parliaments do the ſame, from the rime the 
Plot broke out? And if I may take the liberty to propheſy, 
I am apt to think, that the next, and the next, will proceed 
in the ſame ſteps, until ſuch Laws be made as are preciſely 
neceflary for the hindrmg of Popery from coming in upon 
us: And I pray God it may not be a cauſe why we ſhall 
have no 2 to fit and act for a while.

* May it pleaſe your moſt excellent Majeſty, We your 
Majeſty's moſt loyal and obedient Subjects, the Commons in 
this preſent Parliament aſſembled, having taken into our 
moſt ſerious conſideration your Majeſty's gracious Meſlage, 
brought unto us the ninth Day of this Inflane November, by 
Mr. Secretary Jenkins, do with all Thankfulneſs acknow- 
ledge your Majeſty's Care and Goodneſs, in inviting us to 
expedite ſuch Matters as are depending before us, relating 
to Popery and the Plot. And we do, in all Humility, re- 
preſent to your Majeſty, that we are fully convinced, that it 
is higlily incumbent upon us, in Diſcharge both of our Duty 
to your Majeſty, and of that great Truſt repoſed in us by 
thoſe whom we repreſent, to endeavour, by the moſt ſpeedy | 
and effectual ways, the Supprefſion of Popery within 
this your Kingdom, and the bringing to public Juſtice 
all fich as ſhall be found guilty of the horrid and dam- 
nable Popiſh Plot.

© Mr. Speaker, Sir, this great Buſineſs cannot be too well 
conſidered, before you come to a final Reſolution therein. I 
will not now offer you any prudential Arguments againſt this 
Bill; becauſe I did offer ſeveral at the laſt reading. But, Sir, 
I would deſire you to conſider, that this Prince is Brother to 
our preſent King, and Son to our late pious King Cuarlesthe 
firſt; for Udet Tie herg this Nation hath a great Veneration:

© Mr. Speaker, Sir, I think that nobody ſhould move you 
to take the State of Tangier into your conſideration at this 
time, without an Apology : For, if we ſhould be perſuaded 
thereto, we may be reflected on, as Nero was, for bei 
playing on his Fiddle when Rome was on fire. When we 
are in ſuch danger to have our Throats cut from within, to 
what purpoſe will it be to ſpend our time about ſecuring 
things abroad ? Eſpecially when we plainly ſee, it cannot be 
effected by any Supplies, without increaſing our Fears and 
Dangers of our Deſtruction. Is not all England in danger 
to be loſt ? Let us ſecure the Ship, before we diſpoſe of the 
Cabbins. When we are ſecure againſt a Popiſh Succeflor, 
and the Fear of having a Popiſh King, then it will be time 
to think of Tangier : For, as the Power of a Popiſh Succeſ- 
for hath lately appeared in the Oppoſition made to our Bill, 
fo, I make no doubt but it will appear in the Management of 
our Money too, if we ſhould give any. When the Stomach 
is clean, what Food a Man takes turns to Nutriment, and 
preſerves the Life and Strength of the Body ; but when the 
Stomach is foul, Food turns to Humour and Deſtruction.

all my Life-time with Perſons that have gone up and down 
the Streights, and been there many times, but 1 cannot a- 
gree with thoſe worthy Members that make it a Place of 
io great Importance. That we ſhall ever thereby open a 
Trade with the Moors is a mere chimæra; they will not 
have any Trade with us. All rhe hopes wecan have of 2 
Advantage from it, is from the Mole, if it ſhould be fi- 
niſhed.

Trade. Bur it is true, that in a Time of a War with Spain, 
it would be very ſerviceable to us But if it muſt coſt 100, O00 l. 


per Annum, and if a War with Spain be not like to happen 


one Year in twenty, I am of opinion that the certain Charge 
will amount to more than the uncertain Inconveniency, and 
therefore that we need not be ſo extremely concerned for it. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I ſhould not have concerned myſelf in 
this Debate, bat that I differ from that worthy Member that 
ſpoke laſt : For I think it would be z great Blow, not only to 
the Honour, but to the Trade of the Nation, if Tangier 
ſhould be loſt : For it will always be ſerviceable, as well for 
our Men of War to reſort for Procidans. and to be cleaned, 
in order to check the Rapine of the Turks, or oppoſe other 
Enemies, as for the Protection of our Merchant- men. In 
time of Peace with Spain, it will (if we have Enemies) be 
better to have two Ports than one; in time of War with 
Spain, much better have this than none: And even in the 
time of Peace, it muſt be ſerviceable upon many Occaſions, 
becauſe of its Situation on the Barbary fide, as I take it, and 
Cadiz on the Chriſtian Shore, and both near the Streights 


Mouth, the greateſt Paſſage for Ships in the World. And 


by parting with it, we may not only be prejudiced for want 
of the Conveniency of it, but by the great Inconveniencies 
that may ariſe, by 8 the Hands of the French, Turks, 
Moors or Spaniards. And therefore I think the Charge of 
maintaining ir mult not be conſidered in this Caſe ; and it is 


not ſo much, but that if we could once fall into the way of 


iending good Governors there, that would mind the promo- 


ting of "Trade, haply the Gains that might be levied thereon 


would in ſome time prove ſufficient to maintain the Garriſon. 


And if we ſhould now part with it, we ſhould loſe the two

of it fairly examined: For the Arguments that have been 
offered in the Conſideration of this Meſſage, have inlarged 
the Debate farther than was at firſt intended, and have 
brought the whole State of the Nation in ſome meaſüure be- 
fore you, inſtead of that one particular Buſineſs of Tangier;

Part of 
the Sum above-mentioned, towards the Support and Conti- 
nuance of the Army, after ſuch time as by Act of Parlia- 
ment the ſaid Army ought to be disbanded ; whereby the ſaid 
two ſeveral Acts were eluded, and the ſaid Army was kept 
on foot, to the great Diſturbance, Hazard, and Danger of the 
Peace, and Safety of this Kingdom ; and the Nation was af- 
terwards put to a new Charge of raiſing 200,0001. for tlie 
disbanding the ſaid Army. | 

2. That whereas a Poll-Tax was granted to enable. his 


Majeſty to enter into an actual War with France, and for 
the Repayment of any ſuch Perſons as ſhould furniſh his 
Majefty with Money or Stores for that end: And whereas 


certain 
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certain Eaft-Land Merchants did ſupply great Quantities of Anno 32Gar.IT, 


Naval Stores, on being aſlur'd that 40,000 1. Part of the 
Money rais'd by the ſaid Act, was at that time actually in 
the hands of the ſaid Edward Seymour, which he likewiſe 
acknowledged, and did promiſe to pay the ſaid Merchants 
in part of Satisfaction for the ſaid Stores; he the faid Ed- 
ward Seymour did iſſue out the ſaid Sum to the Victuallers 
of the Navy by way of Advance for Proviſions not brought 
in, P to the Meaning of the ſaid Act, and of which 
the ſaid Merchants did complain in Parliament. 

3. That the ſaid Edward Seymour being Treaſurer of the 
Annum clear for the ſame, 8 the time he was Speaker 
for the late long Parliament, did receive out of the Monies 
appointed for ſecret Service the yearly Sum of 3000 l. over 


Navy, and then, and ſtill having a Salary of 3000 l. per 


and above the ſaid Salary, which was conſtantly payed to 


him, as well during the Intervals, as the Seſſions of Parlia- 
ments; and particularly during the Prorogation of fifteen 
Months. 

4. That during the Dutch War, the ſaid Edward Sey- 
mour being one of the Commiſſioners of Prizes, did fraudu- 
lently and unlawfully unlade a Prize-Ship, without Order 
or Authority, and did houſe the Lading of the faid Ship, 
and lock up ; and afterwards, without the Preſence of any 
Store-Keepers, did ſell the ſame for Muſcovado Sugars, and 
did account with his ry for the ſame as ſuch : when 
in truth, the faid Ship was laden with Cochineal, Indigo, 
and other Merchandizes of a great Value.
